Aug. 22 and continues to Nov. 19. 

The meetings of national and other live- 
stock organizations that have been appoint- 
ea for the period of the show and to be 
held in connection therewith insure a 
monster gathering of the leading breeders 
of all kinds of livestock and poultry.

Provisions for 
Care and Display. 


Ample provision is made for the displays 

of stock. The site ils on the highest point 
of the grounds and adjoining one of the 
main entrances. The floor space of all the 
Exposition palaces covers less than 120 
acres,. while the several livestock shows 
will occupy about 200 acres, or 60 acres 
more than all the balance of the Fair ex- 
hibits under roof. The extent and value 
of the livestock show of the Exposition 
fs only partially understood by a very 
fmited number of students of animal] hus- 
dDandry. 
. The largest building on the site has been 
Gesignated the Livestock Forum, which is 
to accommodate the court by which the 
comparative merits of the various compet- 
itive exhibits of livestock are to be 
judged, and the awards announced to the 
public in attendance. 

The forum is located a short distance 
west of University bulevard and with an 
@djoining station for the Intramural road. 
The ground plan is elliptical and inclosee 
an area of 250x500 fect. It is the largest 
amphitheater ever provided for displays of 
Mvestock. Only that portion of the arena 
@iven over to seats is roofed over, and 
the ring will be covered with sawdust or 
tanbark. 

This is the only structure provided for the 
livestock department that can be given 
@ny notable degree of architectural] effect 
comporting with Exposition construction. 
The bullding is given pronounced elevation 
@ffect by the of upright columns in 
Wie exterior wa!!l construction.

Barns Are Models 
in Their Equipment. 


The stock barns are mainly 200 feet long 
by 46 feet wide, and provide for 3000 stalls 
5 feet wide and 10 feet deep, and 350 box 
Stalls 10x10 feet, five at each end of and 
On Opposite sides of each barn. They arv 
well ventilated, with good daylighting by 
windows, and electric lights by night. 

Water is supplied by hydrants inside of 
and at each end of the barns; also by hy 
drant with watering trough, on a washing 
platform with grade and with sewage facil- 
ities for carrying waste water away frum 
the platform. 

The stalls have stationary hay mangers 
full width of the stall and 33 inches high 
for horses, and are provided with lovose 
feed boxes 18x12 inches and six inches 
deep for grain. In each box stall are louse 
feed boxes for each end of the manger. 
The box etalls are constructed with open 
work in front from four feet above the 
ground, for convenience for seeing the an. 
mais within. Each open stall is provider 
with a Ufting front door four feet high, 
for use during the show of swine and 
sheep. The dirt floors of the barns are to 
be maintained smooth, rolled and covered 
with not less than three inches of saw- 
dust or tan bark. 

A line of guard posts 4x4 is set three feet 
in the rear of the stall partitions, 1b feet 
apart—the posts 3% feet in height with 
hole three inches from the top and one- 
inch. guard rope extending east and wesi 
is provided with hook and staple to fasten 
at each end of each 30-foot section of rope. 

The Livestock Review Park is provide. 
for the purpose of assembling for close 
personal inspection the horses and cattle 
as judged and immediately after the 
awards in each section have been made. 
The stock will be conducted directly from 
the forum as judged to the review park 
adjoining and be ranked in the order of 
merit as determined by the judge. Ever7 
facility will be provided for the public to 
give the anima!s critical and deliberate ex- 


amination.

HOW THE BRITISH EMPLOYER INSURES ATS WORKMEN

| T USED to be the case in England, as it is in

most American states today, that an injured 

workman had for the most part no remedy 
at law or in equity against his employer for ac- 
cident. No matter how faithfully he may have 
discharged his duty, no matter how free from 
contributory negligence, the employe killed or 
maimed in the performance of his work could 
obtain no redress and secure no remedy. As in 
America today, the withdrawal from the working: 
man of the protection of the law led to the great- 
est hardships and men were thrown upon the 
streets maimed for life, and women and children 
were left penniless and destitute as the result of 
injuries, which if they had happened to any one 
but workingmen, would have been immediately 
and amply compensated for. 


This state of affairs, which, unfortunately, stil! 
exists to the present day in most of the American 
states, arose from the action of the courts, It had 
always been assumed by the English law that an 
employer was ftesponsible for the acts of his em- 
ploye in the ordinary performance of his duties, 
and this doctrine had been proved necessary to 
protect workingmen and third persons from the 
ecarclessness of an employer and his agents. In 
the case of the workingman himself, however, 
this protection was entirely removed. In the year 
1837, in the famous case of Priestly-Fowler, it was 
stated by the court that an employe could not 
recover where the Injury had been inflicted by the 
carelessness of a fellow employe. The workman 
Was supposed to assume the known risks of his 
employment, and he was also supposed to assume 
the lability of accident resulting from the care- 
lessness of any one of the men who were working 
with him. As a consequence the workingman 
ceased to have any protection whatsoever. If 


there were a wreck on a train as the result of 
the carelessness of a switchman or gatekeeper, continent

according to law, that all the passengers, whether 
rich or poor, might recover, while the engineer, 
conductor and brakeman could not recover, be- 
cause they were supposed to assume the risk that 
the switchman, whom, perhaps, they had never 
seen, would leave the switch open. 


For many years the British workmen, through 
their unions, and especially the Union of Railway 
Employes, agitated for a redress of this griev- 
ance, and in 1880 they secured the Employers’ Lia- 
bility Act, which was passed for seven years, and 
which was annually renewed after 1887. This act 
limited somewhat the scope of the doctrine of 
common employment and provided that where 4 
workman was killed, his representative should 
have the same compensation and remedies against 
the employer as though he had not been a work- 


i of 


man. 

While this act remedied the scope of the doc- 
of any employment, and, therefore, did’ 
some good, the advantages arising from it were, 
on the whole, very small. Under the act the em- 
ployer was enabled to evade the law by a device | 
called “contracting out.’’ By contracting out was | 
meant to offer an alternative plan or to persuade | 
the employe in one way or another to waive his 
rights under the act. As the employe was fre- 
quently in the dilemma of being forced either to 
waive his rights under the act or lose his job, the 
advantages accruing to him from the law were 
not very great. Moreover, it was soon found that 
the percentage of cases where the injury could be 
directly traceable to the negligence of the superi-| , 
ors of the employe without any contributory negli- | 
gence on his own part was exceedingly small. it | 
was soon felt that a remedy of wider scope Pew 
necessary, and this wes eventually obtained in the 
Workman's Compensation Act, which is now the 
law of England. 

The inspiration of the new law came from the

In the 80’s Germany inauguratel her sys- 
insuring workmen against sickness, old 
age amd accident, and the example which she set 
was soon followed by France, Austria, Belgium 
and Holland, Italy and most of the continental 
countries. The principle of the new- legisla- 
tion was new and entirely different from that 
which the English law had been following. The 
English law, as our American law today, had 
sought to discover who was responsible for each 
accident, to weigh carefully the liability of the

employer and of his agents upon the one hand, 
and the contributory negligence of the injured 
workman on the other, and to make an exact bal- 


ance between the. two. This system worked in- 
justice and hardship, because the smallest amount 
contributory negligence, however slight. was 
sufficient to debar the injured man from securing 
relief. Moreover, in the great majority of cases, 
it was absolutely and entirely impossible to deter- 
mine who was responsible, and in more than half 
of the cases there was no direct responsibility or 
carelessness on the part of either the employer or 
the employe. The German law, however, took the 
that just as the soldier should receive a) 
pension for death or maiming due to the nature 
of his work, so the injured workman or the heirs 
of a killed workman should receive a pension or 
remuneration for injuries which were just as 
inevitable. 


The English law followed in this precedent and 
this philosophy. Accordings to the most 
learned British jurists, the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act of 1897 introduces “for the first time 
in the history of English jurisprudence a liability 
upon an individual to pay compensation for yer- 
sonal injuries which are not the result of any 
negligence or other unlawful act, either of himsteif 
or of his servants."”’ The bill provides certain defi- 
nite compensation for the death or wounding of

The Workmen's Compensation Act of 1897 does 


not apply to all workmen in Engiand, but tt {is lim- 
ited to certain industries, which include most of 
the most dangerous. It includes factories as well 
as laundries (but not workshops), mines, quarries 
and engineering works, and embraced at the time 
of its adoption about one-half of all British work- 
ers. In 1900 it was extended to include agricultural 
workers, so that its scope is still larger than 
formerly. It insures against all accidents, but 
not against injuries to the health, arising from 
the nature of the work. The injury must arise 
out of and in the course of the employment and 
must not be the result of some action taken 
outside of working hours, or outside of the reg- 
ular employment. The cause of accident {is im- 

material, and the ordinary negligence of the work- 
man does not prevent him from securing com- 
pensation, so long as it does not amount to will- 
ful and serious misconduct. 


The employer is not lable for any injury which 
does not disable the workman for a period of at 
least two weeks from earning full wages at the 
work at which he was employed. The object of

—even where the workman has been hired by a 


this provision is to prevent demands being made 
for slight injuries, and frequently the workman 
can secure compensation from his union for in- 
juries during the first two weeks. 


The Workmen's Compensation Act does not take 
away from the workman the right to sue unds 
the common law or under the act of 1880, but 
merely gives him a new and alternative method of 
proceecing. He may attempt to secure compensa- 
tion in any one of the three methods, but not by 
more than one of them. If action is to be taken 
uncer the Workmen's Compensation Act, however. 
the employer must be notified within a short time 
of the accident, and at some time previous to the 
workman leaving his employ, and proceedisgs 
must be begun within six months. The matter 
may be settled between the employer and the 
workman by agreement, but upon failure to reach 
a satisfactory settlement, provision is made for 
an arbitraation which removes the matter from the 


sub-contractor under him—the injured workman 
thus being sure of being paid, although provision 
is also made in the law by which the employer 
may himself recover from the sub-contractor. This 
prevents a workingman failing to secure com- 
pensation owing to there being a straw sub-con- 
tractor between him and his real employer. 

The rate of remuneration for persons who are 
killed depends upon whether or not they have 
other persons dependent upon them MIf the 
workman leaves any persons who are really de- 
pendent upon his earnings at the time of his 
death, they must be paid a sum equal to his 
earnings during the last three years of his em- 
ployment, or if he has been employed less than 
that time, a sum 156 times as great as his average 
weekly earnings, provided, however, that this sum 
shall not in any case amount to leas than $750 or 
to more than $1500. If the workman does not leave 
any persons entirely dependent on him, but does 
leave persons partially dependent upon him, they 
will receive such sum as may be fixed by agree- 
ment or by arbitration, but in no case greater 
than the sum he would have received if he had 
left persons entirely dependent upon him. If he 
leaves no dependents at all, he receives the rea- 
sonable expenses of his medical attendance and 
burial, not exceeding $0. Where the workman is 


totally or partially incapacitated, he .is to receive 
a weekly payment, after the second weék, not to 
exceed 60 per cent of his average weekly earnings 
and not to exceed $5 per week. In fixing these 
sums, the employer is allowed to deduct any sums 
(not wages) which he may have advanced as the 
result of the accidents for the relief of the injured 
workman. Any workman receiving weekly pay- 
ments for a partial or permanent injury, may be 
obliged to submit from time to time to a qualli- 
fied physician, who will certify as to whether

The Santos-Dumont incident is considered 
cloged at the Administration bullding, 
World's Fair.

EXPERTS. THINK JAPS 
MADE A GLEAN SHEEP 


CHEE FOO, Aug. 14.—Though the Port 


Arthur fleet made its dash to break 
through the blockading line Wednesday 
morning, Sunday has not brought the 
complete story of its fate. 

There seems to be little doubt that it 
has been practically annihilated. The 
most reliable accounts—those coming from 
officials of neutral ports—indicate that 
the Navik was the only one of the larger 
ships that passed through the conflict 
without disabling damage. This vessel 
touched at a German port, Tsung-Chou, 
coaled and then departed, the rman 
government having served notice that it 
would not be allowed to remain there. 

The battleship Cvzarivitch escaped 
sinking but reached Tsung-Chou in an un- 
seaworthy condition. e battleships 
Podvieda, Retvizan, Perseviet and Sevas- 
topol went back to Port Arthur, all so 
badly. damaged as to make their destruc- 
tion the only course for the Russians, 
according to the Japanese reports, 

The cruiser Askold is at Woonson, lit- 
erally riddled with bullets. The fate of 
the Diana and the Pollada has not yet been 
determined, but they are probably at the 
bottom of the sea. 

The torpedo boat fleet that participated 
in the dash was cut to pieces. Two or 
three of these craft were sunk, one cap- 
tured, two are stranded and one is wan- 
dering in the sea and must shortly be 
abandoned. The final reports may show 
several have been destroyed. 


TOGO’S REPORT DELAYED. 

Admiral Togo’s report, of necessity, is 
being delayed until all the vessels that 
participated in the pursuit report. For- 
eign experts here believe it will show 
that the disaster to the Russian fleet 
is complete, and that even the Novick will 
be accounted for under the list of dis- 
abled vessels. 

There is little hope the Novik can get 
away as so many Japanese ships are after 
her. They are faster, too. Her only 
course is to take refuge in a neutral port 
and disarm and this will most likely be 
done if the Japanese do not catch her. 

The blow to Russia is regen 2 The 
loss of the fleet is not only a financial 
disaster, but it means the passing of Rus- 
sia’s hope to regain control of the sea. It 
also involves the fate of the Vladivostok 
fleet against which all the Japanese naval 
strength will be concentrated. With 
these ships off the sea, Japanese army 
transports and commercial ships can move 
without fear. * 

As long as the Port Arthur fleet was 
in existence, despite the fact that it was 
practically bottled, it was a force that 
Japan had to plan against. Transports 
could not be safely sent to sea without 
convoys. Now troops can be landed with 
immunity. 

Admiral Togo’s report indicates the 
Japanese did not lose heavily in the fight. 
Other reports say they lost one cruiser. 
But whatever their casualties were, they 
were insignificant compared to the ad- 
vantage gained, 


CZAREVITCH A WRECK. 

A private telegram received here tonight 
says that the Russian battleship Czare- 
vitch has moved further into Tsung Chou 
harbor, following a demand made by the 
Japanese that the Russians come out and 
aght. It is surmised that the Czarevitch 
will be dismantled. 

A dispatch from Tsung Chou confirms 
the Ny reports of the serious dam- 
age inflicted upon the Czarevitch and says 
that, for this reason, the battleship is 
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unable to leave port. The Russian tor-

Admiral Togo is said to be with the 
main portion of the Japanese fleet, which 
has gone toward Shanghai, This portion 
of the fleet includes all the battleships. 

A cipher telegram received from Osaka, 
Japan, confirms previous reports that the 
Japanese main squadron is bound for a 
southern destination, “on an active cam-

PThe battleship Czarevitch arrived at 
Tsing Chou on the night of Aug. 11, 
steaming at the rate of four knots an 
hour and burning immense quantities of 
coal to make even that rate of speed. Her 
rudder shaft was broken, one gun was 
disabled, her lifeboats had been Tost, her 
masts were badly bent, her funnels were 
riddled and her bridge had been twisted 
out of position. The projectile holes above 
the water line were covered with make- 
shift stoppers of wood. 

The same night, Aug. 11; the cruiser 
Askold, with five of her crew dead and 
12 wownded, and one torpedo boat destroy- 
er attempted to enter Tsing Chou, but 
were kept out by a Japanese cruiser, 
whereupon they proceeded to Woosung. 
The Askold’s funnels were shot away and 
her hull was riddled. 

The officers of the Czarevitch are of the 
opinion that the Japanese vessels suf- 
fered severely in the f hting, as the pur- 
suit’ of the Czarevitch was maintained 
for a short time only. 


EVIDENCE OF CARNAGE. 

The decks of the Russian battleship 
were slippery with blood and the men on 
board were almost deaf with the concus- 
sions of firing.

TOKIO, Aug. 13.—7 a. m.—The emperor, 
through Field Marshal Yamagata, chief of 
the general staff, has directed Field Mar- 
shal Oyama, commander of the Japanese 
armies in the field, to permit the women, 
priests, merchants ané diplomats and the 
officers of neutral powers to leave Port 
Arthur, and to extend to them sheiter at 
Port Dalny. 

Oyama is given authority to remove oth- 
er non-combatants not enumerated, provid- 
ing it does not affect the military opera- 
tions. 

Yamagata’s forma] order declares that 
the emperor, prompted by humanity, de- 
sires to spare the non-combatants from 
Port Arthur from devastation by fire and 
sword.

UP TWO TORPEDO DESTROYERS 
LONDON, Aug. 13.—A dispatch from Wel 
Hai Wel says the Russian torpedo boat 
destroyer Burni was beached August 12 


on the south of the Shantung promontory 
and blown up. Three of her officers and 
sixty men who walked from the scene of 
the accident have arrived at Wei Hai Wel. 

Another destroyer was blown up at the 
same time.

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EVANGELIST TO GET 
REPUBLICAN FUNDS

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Rev. Smythe, of Philadelphia, Who Has a Great Reputation as 
a Collector, Volunteers His Services to Presi- 
dent and Is Accepted.

WABHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Rev. J. Henry 
Smythe, Ph. D., D.D., L.L.D of Philadel- 
phia, a traveling evangelist, who styles 
himself in his advertising circulars “A 
Prince of Preachers.’’ and who prides him- 
self on his ability to draw money from any 
human being who can hear, called on the 
President today to offer his assistance in 
swelling contributions to the Republican 
campaign fund. 

He was warmly welcomed as soon as the 
President had been told who he was and 
something about his record, and, after a 
long and confidential talk with Mr. Roose- 
velt, he was referred to Chairman Cortel- 
vou. 

The President regards him as the po- 
litical “‘find’’ of the campaign and expects 
that he will at once be put to work In 
Wall street. After enough money to sup- 
ply all needs has been raised, it is prob- 
able that the minister will take the stump 
for Mr. Roosevelt. He expressed a willing- 
ness to cut his eloquence loose in public 
as well as in private offices. 

Mr. Smythe's circulars, which he left at 
the White House, contain newspaper no- 
tices which describe him as the champion 
money-getter of the world. His hearers 
were s90 moved by his eloquence at an ap- 


peal for a children's hospital, delivered at 
the Memorial Baptist Church in Philadel- 
phia, that they contributed $6%. He went 
to Liverpool to speak in behalf of a sail- 
ors orphanage and one collection amount- 
ed to $430. During seven months his lec- 
tures netted the beneficiaries $16,000, of 
which $4600 went to Baptist and Methodist 
churches. 


The Chattanooga Christian Advocate 
credits Mr. Smythe with an annual in- 
come, as author, editor, publisher, preacher 
and lecturer, of $20,000, besides the per- 
centage which goes to the churches and 
charities for which he solicits funds. 

The Advocate describes him as ‘fone of 
the great word painters of America. His 
sermons are quivers full of arrows and 
every arrow hits the mark. He preaches 
with a grace and eloquence which has 
never been excelled in any of our pulpits.’’

UNION LABEL USE EXTENDED 


President Is Sustained. in Ruling 
Against Printer Who Was 
Deemed Incompetent. 


The most successful convention ever held 
by the International Typographical Union 
came to an end at Convention Hall, World's 
Fair, yesterday at noon. 

The action deemed most important by 
the members was that of incorporating an 
eight-hour section in the laws of the or- 
ganization. The law is to go into cffect

and Eouth road, south on that road to the 
Manchester road, west to the Ballas road, 
and south road, south on that road to the 
North and South road andwver this road 
and its continuation, Meramec atreet of 
Clayton to Forsyth boulevard, east to 
the county entrance to the World’s Fair 
Grounds, down Olympia way to the East 
gate of the Stadium and around the track 
several times, ending in front of the box 
of President Francis. 

Inspectors and scorers are being picked 
out and assigned to their stations along 
the route, Each runner will be followed 
by a man on a bicycle, @o that there can 
be no dispute about the race having been 
fairly run.

officials after the contestants have passed.

From entries already received the race ie 
sure to be the greatest Marathon race tht 
has ever been held In connection with the 
Olympic games, spirited competition is ex- 
pected, and the record of 2h. 85m. 20s. at 
Athens is expected to be broken if the 
weather conditions are favorable.

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Karl Komzak, for Twelve Years Direc- 
tor of the Court Orchestra at 
Vienna, Will Conduct Nightly Con- 
certs at the Tyrolean Alps. 


Karl Komzak, the noted composer and 
orchestra leader of Vienna, has arrived in 
St. Louis and will make his first appear- 
ance in America as a musical conductor 
at the Tyrolean Alps Monday evening. He 
was for more than twelve years director 
of the Court orchestra at Vienna, the most 
famous court orchestra of Europe. Kom- 
zak will be at the Exposition during the 
remainder of the season. He will conduct 
the nightly concerts of the Exposition or- 
chestra at the Tyrolean Alps, and will also 
direct the official concerts given by this 
orchestra in Festival Hall under thé® aue- 
pices of the World's Fair management. 

Komzak is regarded by Austrians as one 
of the two greatest orchestra conductors 
that ever lived, the late Johann Strauss, 
the waltz king, being the other. Like 
Strauss, his specialty is playing waltzes, 
marches and light music, and he puts into 
their interpretation a dash and vim which 
rarely fail to infuse in his audience the 
greatest enthusiasm and delight. He is 
almost as famous as a composer as he is 
as a concert director, and his compositions 
run to waltzes, marches and the lighter 
music. One very successful operetta, 
Edelweiss,” has also been written by him. 
He has played in Russia and various Furo- 
pean countries, and he has invariably been 
enthusiastically received wherever he has 
gone. -

In 1871, 
Komzak enlisted in the Austrian urmy, 
and was made the leader of the Seventh 
Infantry Regiment band. When the 
Kighty-seventh regiment was formed in 
1882 the was summoned to Vienna to or- 
ganize the orchestra for it. This or- 
chestra afforded him the means of creat- 
ing a revolution in military music. He 
brought it to such a state of perfection 
that one year later Emperor Franz Jo- 
seph called him to the court of Vienna 
to direct the court conetrts. For 12 
years, until 1895, he served as leader 
of that celebrated orchestra, and re- 
ceived all sorts of orders and distinc- 
tiona. He resigned to seek a quieter life 
and now resides at Baden, a health re- 
sort near Vienna, where he sperds lLis 
time directing an orchestra, which has 
become famed throughout Europe.

Frederick Leopold and the Emperor 
marricd sisters. The Emperor and the im- 
press are living examples of connubial 
bliss, but the domestic relations of the 
prince and the princess are more than 
strained. 


His Career as 
a Wife-Beater. 


According to rumor, the Emperor has had 
to interfere more than once to keep peace 
in the family. Last winter, for only one 
of muny examples, Princess Frederick Leo- 
pold had a narrow escape from drowning 
through the ice near Potsdam, and on her 
return home the prince soundly beat her, 
for which he wes ordered into house ar- 
rest. 

At another time he was banished from 
court and stripped of all royal prerogatives 
because of his ill treatment of his wife on 
her return home.

Frederick Leopold. nicknamed the “‘Dude 
King,”’ is not a warrior, although he was a 
general of cavalry. The richest member of 
the Hohenzollern family, he is a luxurious 
liver, and the toils and the dangers of a 
campaign are not at all to his taste,

POWER OF S PEECH IN THE SENATE. 

lu the course of an extended notice of Senator Vest’s 
career, & writer in a New York newspaper says: 

“One reason why the South today is so effective in the 
affairs of the nation, exercising an influence far beyond 
her real strength, is because it is still her custom to send 
men to the highest legislative body who are able to pre- 
sent forcefully, vigorously, luminously, her point of view.” 

No degree of what is called “business ability” will make 
up for the lack of the power of speech in public business. 
A man like Platt of New York, a silent senator, cannot 
rival in influence men like Bailey or Morgan in really 
great affairs because he has not this power. The mere 
business man in politics tends to become a mere boss, like 
Platt, and while he may be a considerable factor in party 
organization, as a real political force he is a minus quan- 
tity. 

‘The rich business man is, after all, a specialist. He pro- 
motes his personal] interest until he becomes of sufficient 
importance in the commercial world to justify thoughts of 
a public career. Then he goes to the Senate, where he soon 
discovers that the kind of talent needed for the mastery of 
personal private problems is not the kind required to deal 
with great public concerns. Private expediency is pinched 
and petty compared with public policy. The man who un- 
derstands one is not therefore equal to the other. 

To rise to high place in politics a man must have pub- 
lic understanding, and this includes power of speech. The 
rea] orators like Vest, Bailey, Morgan are still the lead- 
ers. And silent Senators with a prodigious genius for busi- 
ness combination can never dislodge them from their com- 
manding position.

A college president, speaking to the freshmen 
at the opening of their course, said: “You are here in order 
to become good husbands.’’ The idea is common that col- 
lege men do not marry so largely as do other men, and 
do not wish to marry.

Such 
men, however, are few. The family is normal, and mar- 
riage is its foundation. Most college men, like most col- 
lege women, marry late: but they do marry.

People are divided into three classes: Those 
who talk about persons, those who talk about 
things, those who talk about ideas. Of these the 
lowest and most ignoble is the first, and to that 
class the gossip belongs. She cannot talk on any- 
thing but personalities. Her interest in things is 
confined exclusively to food and finery, Of ideas, 
of course, she is densely ignorant.

HAT of the Fair site after the Fair? 
This question is none too early. The Fair is half 
over. Within another three months and a half the 
barbarians will be down on us, and the beautiful 
city will be sacked.

Forest Park gave its treasure of trees to the Fair. What is it to 


have in return? 


Standing upon such heights as the De Forest tower and the Ferris| 


Wheel and looking out over the big and beautiful Exposition, one can 
not easily picture the great site of 680 acres with the Fair taken away. 


Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch among the builders of the Fair shows' 


that much may be preserved. 
There is the Fine Arts Palace, up on Art Hill, and back of Festival 


Hall. That is a permanent structure. It is made of brick and stone. 


It cost $985,000, and it is to be made a municipal museum for the city 
of St. Louis. Just now it is mortgaged to insure the restoration of the 
park after the Fair, the Fine Arts Palace serving as surety that the 
Exposition is going to keep faith with the city. 

President Francis and Director of Works Taylor want the Govern- 
ment Building preserved. It cost $450,000, 
and those portions which are of a temporary nature could be re 
placed at a cost of not more than $25,000, they say. 

Secretary Stevens tells the Post-Dispatch he is quite sure that if the 
people of St. Louis will ask for the Government Building as an armory, 
or for any other useful purpose, Congress would be very willing to pass 
a bill giving the building to the city.

This gentle slope will be subjected to severe evisceration when the

It will be fairly eut to pieces, for the Cascades .are inlaid deep in 
the earth, and they are going to leave ugly holes when they are re- 


moved. 
Mr. Perry says the side hill will be a badly torn up coneave when 


the Fair structures are torn out, and to bring some sort of order out of 
this topographical chaos is going to be a task. He suggests that the 
concave bowl! be preserved and that it be graded over the whole sur- 
face until the sides conform with the center. 

This would give the effect of a great natural amphitheater in the 
side of the hill, and, while it is going to be too big to be of any amphi- 
theatrical use, it can be preserved as a well-kept lawn through the 
summer, and could quite easily be made the prettiest landscape of the 


park.

BIG PUMPS ARE NOT NEEDED 


As for the water plant now supplying the Cascades and the Grand 
Basin, 1t remains for the city to say what shall be done, for any sort 
of preservation here is going to make a considerable addition to the 
sums annually expended in the city for the maintenance of parks. 

The Grand Basin and the lagoons must, of course, have some sort of 
fresh water supply to give life to their volume, for they cannot be left 
stagnant ponds. The Fair company secures all its water from the city 
water works, and the pressure at the grounds is direct from the city 
pumping stations. So that the preservation of the fountains, the basin 
and the lagoons could be accomplished without retaining any part of the 
big pumping plant which vitalizes the Cascades as we see them now. 

Boating on the basin and the lagoons may be made much more pre- 
tentious than it has ever been made ata St. Louis park. The 
conecessioners who own and operate the boats on the waterways now 
would be willing to sell quite a fleet of gondolas now at the Fair, for 
there will be little use for them after the Fair, and it will be expensive 
to take them away. 

The city could operate a dozen gondolas through the summer at little 
expense. They would require the attention of the Park Commissioner, 
and it would be necessary to appropriate moneys for the salary of a 
park boatman and for repairs on the gondolas. 

The River des Peres will be opened again after the Fair, for the 
subway through which it runs through the Fair site today is but a 
temporary structure and will begin falling in before long if it is not 
taken out. The river will be returned to liberty, for one of the things 
the Exposition company will do to restore the park will be to tear out 
the wooden subway. 

Engineers and landscape experts inform the Post-Dispatch that event- 
ually the River des Peres must be covered along the entire 4000 feet 
of its length in Forest Park.

Not for years, it may be stated conserva- 
tively, has St. Louis been Bo aroused by 
@ murder as it has been during the last 
few days over the killing of Private 
Watchman John Mohr last Wednesday 
might immediately following the shooting 
of Detective James W. Lynch of 8528 Pine 
atreet by a highway robber. 

it eccurred before midnight om a cen- 
tral street, West Pine, within a stone’s 
throw of St. Louls university, St. Xavier's 
Church and the Jefferson Club, and with 
the St. Loufs Club, Hotcl Beers and the 
Grand Avenue Hotel only two or three 
blocks away. 

Here was a peaceable man, James W. 
Lynch. a@ member of the olty detective 
force, going quietly home after completing 
his day's work. 

He was within fifty feet of his own door. 

The usual number of street lights were 
Shining through the darkness. 

Lynch had just parted with a friend a 
hundred feet away. 


VICTIM HAD NO WARNING. 


As he turned out of Theresa avenue into 
Pine street, walking west on the south side 
of the street, he saw a man coming toward 
him from the direction of Grand avenue. 

Just as the man came alongside of him. 
without uttering a word, he drew a re- 
voiver with a quick motion and brought 
it down with an overhand blow on his 
head. 

if robbery was his motive—and presum- 
ebly it was—he did not give his intended 
victim the advantage of the brief warning 
afforded by those highwaymen who call 
eut, “Hands up” to persons whose valu- 

* @bles they are seeking. 

Lynch had the advantage of being armed. 
Instant!y aroused, he drew his revolver 
and started for his assailant. 

Geeing that he was pursued, the highway- 
yt ran across the front lawn of William 

mergan at 812 Pine street. 

With one bound he cleared a lattice gate 
that screens a granitoid walk leading along 
the east side of the house to the rear. 

Just as he was in the act of doing so, 
Lgnch fired at him twice, apparently with- 
eut effect. 

Just as soon as he landed on the other 
side of the gate the highwayman fired 
back at him twice. 

Lynch felt a stinging sensation in his 
right arm, and knew that he had heen 

/@hot. 

But this did not deter him from the chase. 
He leaped the gate, and just as he did so 
he heard the rapping ef a night watch- 
man’s stick on the pavement across the 
street. 

This meant that the watchman had heard 
the shots fired and was sounding a call for 
police help. 

Thinking rightly that call came from 
Private Watchman John Mohr, who had 
been employed by property-owners in that 
vicinity for severa] years, Lynch called 
out: 

“Come over here, John!”’ 


WATCHMAN WAS FEARLESS. 


Mohr responded instantly. He was smok- 
ing a pipe, and did not even take time to 
remove it from his mouth In one hand 
he carried his revolver and in the other 
Mis night-stick. 

Just what the highwayman was doing 
during the brief interval between the time 
he shot Lynch and the arrival of Mohr 
may never be known, but it seems likely 
that he was standing or crouching in ‘the 
yard the darkness. 

He ne not bave known which way to 
run. At all events, it is evident that he 
remained there, for when Mohr, who knew 
how to open the gaie, unfastened it and 
started through, without a word of warn 
ing the invisible highwayman fired at him, 
and he fell dead with a bullet through his

Olive street. 

This man has been named by a coroner’s 
jury as the man Who killed John Mohr. 

He was particularly well known at the 
Dew Drop saloon, 2830 Olive street. 

‘As atrange and astounding as it may 
seem, it is a fact that 15 hours after 
he had killed Mohr and wounded Lynch 
this man went te the Dew Drop sxalovun, 
walked in boldly and at the point of 
the same revolver with which he had 
taken a Hfe compelled George Duffy, the 
bartender. to give him what little money 
was in the cash drawer. 

Then he went to his room at 2913 Olive 
street, made one or two changes in his 
attire, packed a small hand satchel, talked 
with his landlady about refunding @ part 
of the room rent he had paid in advance 
and told her goodby, saying that he was 
going away to stay. 

Could any action be bolder? Could any 
disregard of consequences be more daring? 


UTTER RECKLESSNESS SHOWN. 


George Duffy knew that Ryan had a re- 
volver, for he had seen it and examined it, 
itt was a good 32-caliber Smith & Wesson 
hammerless, and Duffy offered him a good 
price for it. Ryan refused to sell it. 

There was nobody in the saloon but him- 
self when Ryan entered it by a rear door 


at 2:30 o’clock last Thur:iday afternoon. 


Ryan carried his right hand in his coat 
pocket, and from his attitude Duffy sus- 
pected from the first that he had a revol- 
ver. 

Walking up to the bar, his weapon still 
concealed, Ryan said to Duffy: 

“Tid you hear about those two ‘dickies’ 
getting hurt last night?’’ 

“Dickies’’ is thieves’ slang for 
tives.’’ 

“No,” answered Duffy, “I haven't seen the 
papers today.’’ 

Ryan was referring to the shooting of 
Lynch and the killing of Mohr, 


CRIME IN HIS HAUNTS, - 


With this remark, delivered in a signifi- 
cant tone, Ryan said to Duffy: 

“Give me $19. 

“I haven't got it,” said Duffy. 

“Get it out of the cash register, then,’’ 
demanded Ryan. “I've got to have it.”’ 

“I can’t do it,” answered Duffy. “I’ve 
only taken in about §1 since the register 
wags emptied.’’ 

“Well, give me what you've got them,” 
commanded Ryan, and Duffy opened the 
cash register and took out 60 cents. This 
he handed to Ryan and Ryan took it and 
walked hurriedly out the front door. 

Duffy, thoroughly frightened, but stil] in 
ignorance of the fact that Ryan had killed 
a man, was left to wonder at the conduct 
of this yotng man, who had had the 
nerve to rob him within 20 feet of Olive 
street, which is daily traversed by a great- 
er number of people than any other thor- 
oughfare in St. Louis, and where street 
cars go bowling along every minute in 
the day. 


Ryan went direct to his room at 2918 
Olive street, just in the edge of the next 
block west, and there it was that he pre- 
pared to leave and told his landlady 
good-by. 

Of all the places in St. Louis he was best 
known in the very one he selected as the 
scene of a robbery, and his victim was a 
man he knew well enough to call by his 
tirst name, 


FOUR CRIMES IN 15 HOURS. 


Within a space of 15 hours Ryan had 
been guilty of four crimes, namely: (1) 
the attempted robbery of James w, 
Lynch; (2) assault to kill Lyach; (3) 
the murder of John Mohr, and (4) the 
robbery of George Duffy.

Among fhe camps and kitchens of the peoples out at the World’s Fair 
may be followed, in a measure, the gradual] evolution of the culinary art 
from the most primitive method of jerking beef in the sun and fire heat to 
the highly intricate process of preparing “chop suey” in oriental restau- 
rants. 

The method of preparation is no less varied and far-reaching than is 
the World’s Fair menu itself, for if they had what their appetities crave, the 
cosmopolitan population within the Exposition grounds would demand the

J bi: to the frying and baking stage. 

Among the tribes of the earth barbecue cooking must have been at 
one time universal. With the tribes now at the World’s Fair, among whom 
are the aborigines of nearly every continent, roasting and boiling are com- 
mon, with an indication that the boiling process has come in later years 
as an outgrowth of experience and discovery. The most primitive method 
among the more backward tribes in the anthropological section is to roast 
meat by throwing it into an open fire without seasoning of any sort. 

Almost as universal is boiling, and but few of the people shown pre- 
pare their meats by frying or their bread by baking. And of those among 
whom the frying art obtains, chiefly the American Indian, cooking seems 
to have deteriorated from what may have been sometimes far better than 
the method now employed. 

Doubtless most novel of all the special dishes prepared at the World’s 
Fair is the Kaffir’s diet of worms.. Common earth worms, angle worms or 
fish worms the African Kaffir over in the Boer reservation digs from the 
ground. He first pits them im battle, then, when tired of the 
pares for himself a delicious morsel by broiling

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EN, women and children risk their lives daily at 
the World’s Fair that the crowds of visitors may 
be thrilled. 

When grandeur palls and a daily round of the gorgeous 
and spectacular surfcits the tired brain, excitement is 
sought along the Pike, and the enterprising concessionaire 
rises to the emergency with feats that startle by their very 
daring. 

The element of danger to human life deters not the 
performer from undertaking the most hazardous stunts 
conceivable, and holds the throngs of spectators spellbound 
till the fate of the intrepid performer may be determined. 

But a few breathless seconds usually tells the tale, for 

most of the acts are over in the twinkling of an eye. 
The high dive, the stide down the inclined wire, or the 
flight of the acrobat through «pace appeals to the World's 
Paair throng with a strange fascination. When once the 
enthusiasm of the weary spectator is startled into wake- 
fulness afresh, he enjoys the Fair as he might not otherwise 
have done. 
Se important has this feature been deemed that the Ex- 
position company itself has empowered its exploitation 
committee to provide free outdoor events for the enter- 
tainment of the multitudes. The first of these was the 
long wire slide inaugurated recently by Senor Cameroni. 
and others are to follow.

know at what small -price these daily risks are taken, 
and how cheaply these people their lives.  QOc- 
casionally an accident occurs, and frequently a performer 
is disabled for days or weeks at atime. 

In “Old St. Louis,” where a specialty is made of daring 
mid-air feats, the manager frankly declares that his en- 
tertainment costs but a song and that little need be paid 
nowadays for the average aerial stunt. Prot. DeLeon 
slides 250 feet down an inclined wire by the hair of his 
head for the insignificant salary of #15 a week, and three 
times each day James and Alfretta Baum risk their lives 
high up in the air, performing on a bicycle and suspended 
trapeze 122 feet above the earth, for something like $13 
A 150-foot wire cable supports a bicycle on which 
the husband rides backward and forward, while his wife 
performs on the trapeze that hangs below. High up above 
the Pike this spectacle has been seen and marveled at 
by the crowds since the opening of the Fair. Prof. De- 
Leon was dangerously injured last week by a fall caused 
by the breaking of the wire down which he slides as 
already described. 

A similar performance was that of Senor Cameroni, who 
made a series of sensitional slides from the axle-height 
of the Ferris wheel, 150 feet above the ground, hanging to 

a leather trolley strap by his teeth, down 2142 feet of half- 
inch cable to the earth at “New York to the North Pole.” 
This attracted thousands to that portion of the Exposition 
grounds, as the management had anticipated, but few of 
those in attendance realized at what a low figure the 
feature was contracted for. “Concessionaires along the 
Pike state that the wire slide can be put on for $25 a week. 

Some of the most novel undertakings seen recently at the 
Fair have been entirely voluntary and without cost to 
any body, though great numbers of people were entertained. 
Mrs. Maud Nigbolson of Ladoga, Ind., mide a ride around 
the Ferris wheel on top of one of the cars, just for the 
sake of repeating her similar performance at the Chicago 
Pair in 1893. She was accompanied by her husband and 
by L. V. Rice, assistant manager of the wheel, who de- 
clares unqualifiedly that he does not care to take the trip 
again. The winds blew with such force that thegar rocked 
alarmingly, yet the plucky woman did not seem to be at 
all perturbed.

Quleokers involuntarily turned their faces away in hor- 
yor several days ago, when Benjamin Lev of Cleveland 
stood blindfolded in front of an on-rushing Intramural car 
and allowed it to strike him full tilt. So great was his 
faith in a fender which he had invented that he riske:l 
his life and limbs to demonstrate its usefulness to World's 
Fair visitors. The car which was equipped with his patent 
fender, struck him nea: the ankles and scooped him up in 
safety, though running at a speed of nearly 30 miles an 
hour. The demonstration took place just outside the Trans- 
portation building and was twice repeated, Lev being in 
neither instance hurt. 

Notwithstanding the effectiveness of Uncle Sam’s model 
life-saving eervice, an element of danger attaches to the 
daily drowning act of Charles Tucker, who comes from 
Portage Station, Eleventh United States life-saving dis- 
trict, Lake Superior, to take part in the life-saving ex- 
hibit at the Fair. Each day Tucker, costumed as @ farm. 
er, rows into the lake north of the Agriculture building and 
pulls a plug from the bottom of his bunty. He attempt to 
bail out the water with his hat, but the boat soon sinks 
and Tucker floundets in 13 feet of water. apparently help- 
less. Three times he sinks in a mock effort to keep him- 
self afloat, timing his last sinking to the arrival of the 
life crew from the shore. A member dives from the lite 
boat and brings Tucker from the bottom of the lake, to all 
intents lifeless, but to be quickly resuscitated. The regular 
salary of Uncle Sam’s life savers is $65 per month.

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HE teelings of the peopJe of Kansas City and nearby 
counties are aroused i:ore deeply over the Myers 
murder case than they have been from any similar 

cause in a generation. Nearly one-half of the population 
is firmly convinced that the bride of a year is the mur- 
derer of her husband. The police, indeed, seem to have 
a clear case. In spite of that, however, an almost equally 
large number of persons stoutly maintain the innocence of 
Mre Myers. They find it impossible to believe that a 
mere slip of a girl, as the prisoner is, could, if guilty, main- 
tain such an extraordinary demeanor. When she and her 
alleged accomplice were recently arraigned in the Kansas 
City Crimina] Court and their trial was set for Noy. 21, 
women fought for admittance and several fainted. The 
courtroom was packed. 

The complete story of this recent and most remarkable 
tragedy has never before been printed. Reading it now, 
you must remember that Mrs. Aggie Myers is a country- 
bred girl, only 20 years old, scarcely above five feet in 
height, and weighing less than 100 pounds; you must keep 
in mind that she and her young husband lived most happily 
together; and then, after grasping the events of the fate- 
ful night, ask yourself which theory you accept—that 
Mre. Myers is the victim of an inexplicable chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence or a mental and physical marvel 
without a parallel in crimina] history. 

At daylight one morning six weeks ago Mrs. Agnes 
Myers staggered from the front door of her home in Kansas 
City and cried: 

“Murcer! Murder! Help! Help!” 

The neighbors, some of them awakened from sleep by 
the cries, rushed out and saw the young bride leaning out 
over the railing of the porch, her hair dishev eled, her white 
nightgown smeared red. They ran to her, She led them 
into the dining room of her home. There, propped up 
in an angle of the wall, was the body of Clarence Myers, 
her husband. He, too, was dressed simply in a night- 
vown that once was white. Upon his head wxs a great 
ragged gash made with a club. Three great gashes were 
upon his face and neck. One had laid open his face from 
ear to chin Another, exactly like it, was upon the oppo- 
site cheek. A third had cut his throat, severing the 
jugular veins. Two more cuts, long and deep, were across 
his chest. Upon his back. across the shoulder blades, were

were tilled with horror. The only one among them who was

The plan was a daring one, but Capt. Gordon C. Greene 
had never yet made a mistake by listening to the counsels 
of his good wife and business partner, and the Greenland 
was built especially for the World’s Fair service. She was 
vlectrically lighted, equipped with telephones from stem 
to stern, and with her 60 staterooms was prepared t6 ac- 
commodate 125 passengers. She was one of the handsom- 
est boats on the Ohio, and the newspapers from Paducah to 
Vittsburg sang loud in her praise. None of them, ‘though, 
ever gave to the modest woman in the case due credit for 
the part that she had played. 

In 1902 at Gallipolis, 0., she had been granted a new 
license for five years as master and pilot, and was deter- 
mined to help her husband in every way with the novel 
plan of reviving the old-fashioned river service and fight- 
ing the railroads. Already she had seen his business grow | 
till he had come into possession of the Greenwood, the Ever- 
green, the Cricket and the Greenland. Now for success 
with the latest addition to the Greene Line fleet! 

The Greenland was ldunched at Marietta, O., Aug. 5, 1903, 
and on May 23 started from Pittsburg on its first trip to 
the World’s Fair, the first such voyage since 1884. The 
distance is a total of 2300 miles round trip, and the travel- 
ing time is five and one-half days westbound and seven 
days on the return from St. Louis, down the Mississippi and 
up the Ohio to Pittsburg. A six days’ stay is made in St. 
louis, and throughout the entire 18 days the Greenland 
turnishes board, lodging and transportation for a considéra-

LX days at sea in an overcrowded open boat, and fou 
days Without food or water. This is the brief rec- 
ord of our terrible experience after the wreck of the 

eteamer Norge, which struck Rockall reef on June 28 and 
ssnk with nearly 700 of her passengers and crew. 

The memory of it hangs over me like an awful nightmare. 
The shock, the cravy panic, the prayers, the cries, the 
carses, the selfish struggle for life, the heaving waves, the 
wercrowded boats and the starvation form a series of in- 
Hidents that can never be forgotten while memory endures. 


A few minutes before the wreck occurred 1 was on the 


lower deck, talking to a sailor of our homes in Sweden and 
the families and friends we had left behind. 

Almost dead ahead I coul! see the huge crag which marks 
the Rockall reef, although at that time I did not know 
what it was. 

Suddenly there came a rusping sound under our feet, and 
then a terrific crash, which threw me on my back. 

In a second I could hear the sea running into the broken 
bull, and felt the ship settling fast under my feet. 

I rushed to the upper deck and helped lower two bouts. 
Then a great sea came and swept me far away from the 

ship. I swam and swam until my strength was nearly gone. 
I could hear the cries of the drowning all around me, and 
with every uplifting wave I could see the ocean dotted with 
dying swimmers.

By the im- 
mense majority of French medical men the 
theory is denounced as bad. both ethically 
and scientifically. since many instances 
could be quoted of recovery after the case 
had been pronounced hopeless. 


The venom of the cobra contains an in- 
gredient not well krown that acts upon the 
nerves. Its effects are rapid and difficult 
to counteract. This ingredient exists in the 
cobra’'s venom to a greater extent than the 
other substances that make up the poison. 
The poison of the viperine and crotaline 
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xnakes (the rattlesnakes, copperhead, moc- 
easin, etc.) contains but a small percentage 
of this nerve destroying. or paralyzing, ele- 
ment. The poison of these snakes acts 
principally upon the blood, and in conee- 
quence its action is slower.

ERY spic and span is Baron Masanao Matsudaira, nominally vice- 

president of the imperial Japanese commission to the Louisiana 

Purchase Exposition, in reality the head of that commission and 

the man most to be honored for the great success of Japan at the Pair. 

. He steps from behind the Poo-Bah figure—the comic opera conception 

of the Japanese official—smiling inserutably at a wondering America which sees that he dif- 
fers but slightly from the European type of commissioner. 

He is a gray little dandy, exquisite in his way as a teahouse beauty. In his presence one 
soon forgets the racial brownness of his skin, the very slight obliquity of his eye-sockets and 
the unfamilia:* exactness of his English. He has the air of a cosmopolitan, of Paris grafted 
on New York ‘touched by, Rome, Berlin and London. | 

Many of his official family are Japanese only by birth. They have lived so many years in 
Europe or America that they not only dress and eat as we do, but think in our channels and 
hold to our standards. This is the natural result of their education. Yet these gentlemen are 
in many things more Japanese than Matsudaira, whose training was almosteentirely gained in 
the Cherry Blossom Land. 

He is 55 years old. He saw Japan with understanding eyes when she shook off the ancient 
system, the feudal form of government, and he became a mighty instrument in hands of a newly 
empowered Emperor for the regeneration of the kingdom. He has been a part of this great 
period of Japanese enlightenment, a maker of pages in the history of this great epoch. 

Matsudaira is one of the many mgrvelous men in old Japan who, descended from fabu- 
lously long lines of national heroes, born in a ¢ian whose aristocratic superiority to all other 
aggregations of men was held to be a saered fact, rose above caste prejudice, clan custom, clan 
law and accomplished that revolution which has made Japan the wonder of the world. 

By birth he was an adviser of his clan, the great Samurai; in his youth he waa 
one of the elders of his peculiar people. When the feudal government fell and the 
Mikado regained the power long usurped by the clan chiefs, Matsudaira was appointed 
governor of a province. Youth though he was he showed great gifts as an adminis- 
trator, and for 10 years was moved from one difficult job to another. - Then he was 
made a life member of the House of Peers, having been honored by the Mikado with 
the title of baron and the decoration known as ‘‘The First Order of the Sacred Mir 
ror.’’ He is a viee-minister of the interior, was sent to Paris during the Universal Ex- 
position to study social and economic conditions of France and subsequently extended 
his study to the whole of Europe. 

He has studied America with Japanese thoroughness. If he could be induced to 
dispute he has the ammunition to take either side of the silver question and put the 
shoulders of Roosevelt and Bryan to the mat. He is not, however, a disputant; only 
Soeratically does he evidence his wide grasp of our problems—by long and entangling 
series of questions, gently, cautiously, persistently pnt until the victim gets a glimpse 
of the trap; then politely avoiding the wounding triumph he gayly exalts the visitor’s 
spirit by tributes to the greatness of America and the beauty of American women. He 
is an Oriental, all right. 

You will meet some Japanese in the exhibit sections who have quite the air of 
American salesmen, who intrude on possible purchasers and inflict exact prices on 
persons who are lovingly appreciating the beauty of a screen or a vase. These have 
been contaminated in our shops where department chiefs have directed the pushing of 
sales. Not for his sins, but that he may acquire more merit, I pray Baron Matsudaira 
that he will take these unrepresentative men away with him, to regain in his gracious 
presence the Japanese poise and pose. They are the one small spot on his almost un- 
equaled administration of exhibits. 

He has never lost the knack of doing much and yet seeming to do nothing, the 
peculiar knack of the Japanese who work hard and long without noise, without blus- 
ter, keen for the result, yet never outwardly intent upon a definite aim. 

A fine gray little dandy of a man, spic and span, ever smiling, seemingly the in- 
carnation of gentle, genial idleness, yet a prodigious worker and a prodigy in accom 
plishment.
